One  of  the-  nicest  sets  of  trade  tokens  I  have  seen,  which  were 
onoe  used  in  the  state  of  Michigan,  is  the  six  piece  set  of  bi-metallic 
c  :  (brass  with  aluminum  centers)  tokens  used  by  the  Wisconsin  Land  and 
Lumber  Company. 

My  first  inkling  that  there  was  such  a  token  came  when  I  was 
offered  one  by  an  Oklahoma  collector.  This  caused  me  to  investigate 
whether  the  company  might  still  be  in  business.  I  found  that  at  that 
time  it,  was,  but  since- then  has  ceased  operations. 

The  company  was  headed  by  Septegenarian,  Mr.  G.  Harold  Earle — 
grandson  of  the  founder.  It  is  one  of  the  few  early  day  lumber  opera¬ 
tions  that  survived  after  Michigan  was  stripped  of  most  of  its  saleable 
lumber.  Michigan  at  one  time,  was  the  greatest  lumber  producer  in  the 
world. 

The  tokens  were,  used  beginning  in  the  early  1900's.  A  few  sets 
are  now  in  private,  collections ,  - minus  the  one  cent  which  is  extremely 
rare.  The  remaining  few  tokens  are  still  retained  by  Mr.  Earle,  who 
is  holding  them  to,  be  used  in  conjunction  with  a  museum  that  he  would 
like  to  build  at  Hermans ville . 

The  first  sawmill  built  at  Hermansville  was  originated  by  Mr.  C.  J. 
•L.  Meyer,  grandfather  of  Mr.  Earle.  The  monogram  adopted  at  that  time 
which  appears  on  the  tokens  Is  "IXL”,  a  trade  mark,  deriving  from  "I 
Excel",  to  emphasize  the  superiority  of  all  of  their  products. 

■  Mr.  Meyer  Originated  what  at  that  time  was  the  world's  largest 
sash  and  door  factory  at  Fond  du  Lac,  Wisconsin,  and  came  to  Hermans¬ 
ville  to. purchase  pine. timber  to  supply  the  Fond  du  Lac  mills.  In 
1878  he  built  the  first -saw  mill  at  Hermansville,  and  in  1879,  moved 
.fan  old  shingle  mill  from  Fond  du  Lac  to ■ Hermansville .  This  was  re¬ 
modeled  into  a  boarding  house  to .  accomodate  his  workers. 

During  the  ten  years  the  mill  was  cutting  pine  at  Hermansville, 
the  only  use  for  maple,  was  for  making  charcoal  used  in  the  iron  smelt¬ 
ing  industry.  In  1882  Mr.  Meyer  built  twelve  brick  charcoal  kilns 
at  a  cost  of-  Jl  .1  *667. 16,  which  were  used  until  about  1895  when  coke 
displaced  charcoal  in  the  smelters. 

At  this  time  Mr.  Meyer  deemed  that  some  better  use  of  maple  could 
be  found.  At'  that  time  no  suitable  machinery  was  available  for  the 
working  of  the  extremely  hard  kiln  dried  rock  maple.  Mr.  Meyer  invented 
a  process  and  machinery  he  felt  would  do  the  work.  This  machinery  and 
process  was  first  put  to  use  in  1889,  and  established  the  basis  for  the 
entire  hardwood  flooring  industry  in  America.  Flooring  made  by  these 
machines  was  installed  in  the  Mormon  Temple  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
and  in.  various  hotels  at  Yellow  Stone  National  Park,  as  well  as  many 
other  places.  One  of  the  early  day  Meyer  Flooring  Machines  is  now 
housed  in  the  Michigan  State  University  Museum. 

The  year  1926  saw  the  completion  of  logging  in  the  Hermansville 
area,  and  this  posed  the  problem  of  what  to  do  with  22,000  acres  of 
land  and  the  many  buildings  used  in  the  lumbering,  operation.  It  was 
decided  to  convert  the  area,  into  a  modern  resort  with  the  land  protected 
to  grow  another  crop  of  timber.  This  project  developed  into  the 
famous  Blaney  Park  Resort — known  and  enjoyed  by  thousands  and  a  place 
certainly  worth  a  visit  during  a  trip  to  the  Upper  Peninsula. 


WLs.  Land  &  Lumber  Co.,  Cond. 
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,  jp1  Wisconsin  Land  and  Lumber  Company  Corporation  was 

dissolved,  and  the  Blaney  Park  Resort  property  was  taken  over  by 
another  grandson  of  Mr.  Meyer,  Mr.  Stewart  E.  Earle.  Mr.  G-.  Harold 
^arie,  who  supplied  the  information  for  this  article,  retained  the 

-sville  properties  and  lands,  which  he  personally  owns  and  operate 
under  the  old  company  name. 


These  interesting  tokens,  along  with  the  Muskegon  Shingle  tokens 
and  a  few  others  are  most  interesting  relics  of  Michigan’s  Romantic,

The  material  is  already  at  the  printers,  but 
the  time  of  release  is  unknown  as  of.  now." 
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Although  this  article  does  not  pertain  to  a  "Neglected  Series"  of 
tokens  as  my  articles  in  the  past,  1  felt  the  information  pertaining 
to  Magician  Tokens  would  be  of  interest.  I  have  had  many  inquiries 
about  this  type,  and  hope  that  the  information  contained  herein  will 
answer  some  of  the  reader’s  questions  and  be  of  value.  The  Magician 
Tokens  could  be  considered  as  a  "neglected  type",  inasmuch  as  only 
two  articles  have  been  published  listing  them. 

Since  Virginia  Culver’s,  "Black  Magic"  article  in  "The  Journal 
of  the  Token  &  Medal  Society"  (Volume  IV,  No.  2  -  April- June,  1964) 
appeared,  there  has  been  a  surge  of  interest  in  this  type.  Virginia 
Culver  grouped  them  as  follows:  " 

Group.  A  -  "Tokens"  usually  termed  coins 

Group  B  -  "Palming  Coins" 

Group  C  -  "Charms"  or  Throw  Outs 

Group  D  -  "Magic  Coins  per  se." 

Group  E  -  "Store  Cards"* 

Every  token  collector  should  have  this  excellent  article  in  his 
reference  library. 

Edgar  Heyl  in  "Tams  Journal"  (June-July,  1967)  published  another 
excellent  magicians  article  on  "Magician's  Mirror  Cards".  This  is 
also  a  must.  ' r'T,  ;  • ' 

Arthur  Setterington  of  Hull,  England,  in’ "The  Journal  of  Necroman¬ 
tic  Numismatics"  (Volume  2,  No.  4-0ct.  1967,  and  Volume  3?  No.  I- Jan. 

1 968)r published  "Group  Types  of  Magician  Tokens".  Because  a  great 
number  of  token  collectors  have  pieces  of  this  nature  which  they  don’t 
have  classification  for,  I  am  submitting  Setterington ’ s  list  of  groups. 

"1 .  Palming  Coins.  These  are  "magicians"  coins  used  for  manipu¬ 
lation,  and  magical  effects.  .  Nelson  Downs,  Te.rrylyhn, 
Rafayelle,  etc. 

"2,  Advertising  Coins.  These  are  coins  bearing  the  name,  or 
name  and  address  of  the-  Magic ian — Cort ini,  Bob  Kurt,  etc. 

"3*  Give-Away  Coins.  This  includes  coins  given  away  at  children’ 
entertainments  and  Lucky  tokens.  Margery,  Nelson,  Graham, 
Adams,  etc. 

"4.  Non-Magical  Advertising  Coins.  These  are  commercial  coins 
used  by  magic ians — Green  River  Whiskey,  Tom  Murray,  Hudson 
Motor  Company,  etc.  (The  Hudson  Motor  Co.  piece  is  a  store¬ 
card  of  the  company,  (Alum.,  size  20  -1|")  and  celebrated 
forty  years  in  the  auto  business.  It  was  given  out  at  the 
-  .New  York  State  Magician  Convention,  and  is  what  it  states — 

a  non-magical  advertising  coin  used  by  magicians.) 

"5.  Gaming  Counters-- (Tom  Thumb,  etc.) 

"6.  Comaiemoratives .  These  are  coins  which  have  been  issued  for 
special  occasions* 

"7.  Wooden  Nickels,  (a)  These  are  simply  advertising  tokens, 
unlike,  (b)  which  although  an  advertising  token  is  also  a 
trade  token. 

"8.  Trick  Coins.  This  title  is  perhaps  rather  misleading,  as  I 
do  not  mean  gimmicked  coins.  The  coins  for  which  the  title

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is  intended  are  those  which  fall  into  the  same  category  as 
the  "special"  Louis  Tannen  coins.  These  coins  were  made  for 
an  effect.

"9.  Mirror  Cards. 

The  above  refer  primarily  to  coins,  but  token  collectors  will  have 
to  include  medals  as  a  great  number  have  been  issued.  The  type  we  are 
referring  to  is  the  Adams  Store  Card,  New  York,  //42  and  other  similar 
types. 


Naturally  there  are  many  opinions  and  we  must  realize  how  little 
one  knows  about  token  collecting,  and  must  realize  how  much  more  there 
is  to  know.  The  collecting  of  Palming  Coins,  Mirror  Cards,  Wooden 
Nickels,  Tokens  and  the  like  must  be  considered  by  collectors  as  a  by¬ 
path  in  the  field  of  conjure  collecting,  and  is  considered  by  some 
magicians  as  bearing  little  resemblance  to  the  subject  of  Numismatics. 
Certainly  they  are  of  general  interest  to  token  collectors.  As  token 
collectors,  we  consider  circus,  juggling,  ventroliquism  and  many  of 
the  variants  as  a  distinct  class  of  tokens.  We  believe’  that  there  are 
well  over  580  different  classes  of  tokens,  and  someday  will  attempt 

■  to  group  them. 

Recently  I  had  the  occasion  to  check  some'  early  New  York  City 
directories,  and  they  list  some  1,500  possible  businesses~~each  could 
have  issued  tokens.  What  a  happy  thought  to  confuse  the  token  collector. 
No  wonder  so  many  have  found  their  way  to  dealer's  "Junk  Boxes".  This 
would  make  a  tremendous  job  to  classify,  but  I  love  it.  I  will  be 

■  happy  to  answer  any  questions  from  readers  on  the  Magician  Pieces.

A  short  time  before  the  Exhibition,  I  conceived  the  idea  of  issuing  a  commemora¬ 
tive  medal,  and  on  the  23rd  of  August  I  applied  to  the  Committee  for  the  exclusive 
privilege  of  issuing  and  selling  a  medal  on  the  Exhibition  ground,  which  privilege 
was  granted  under  certain  conditions- 

The  design  and  the  engraving  of  the  dies  were  the  work  of  Messrs n  Geoa  Bishop  and 
Con  and 'Mr#  M,  E,  Lymburner  contracted  with  me  to  furnish  as  many  medals  as  I  might- 
re  quire- 

The  diameter  of  the  medal  is  1-7/16" 

Obverse  -  In  the  centre,  a  front  view  of  the  Crystal  Palace,  surrounded  by  the  in¬ 
scription,  "To  Commemorate  the  Dominion  Exhibition  Hold  in  Montreal",  and  in  two 
linos  under  the  exhibition  building,  September  1880- 

Reverse  -  A  beaver,  lying,  on  two  branches  of  maple  leaves  crossed-  Between  these 
branches,-  in  five  lines,  "Souvenir  de  1* Exposition  de  la  Puissance  tenue  a  Montreal 
en  Septenibre,  1880c" 

I  had  frequent  opportunities  of  watching  the  work  while  it  was  in  progress,  and 
before  steeling  the  dies  I  wished  to  try  it,  in  order  to  re-touch  any  weak  parts 
necessary-  We  then  struck  five  medals,  which  differ  from  those  struck  subsequently, 
the  beaver  (being  unfinished)  has  no  logs,  and  tliero  is  no  ribbon  tying  the  branches 
of  "'aple  leaves  - 

Mro  lymburner  asked  to  have  his  name  added,  and  the  word.  "Lymburner"  was  engraved 
in  very  thin  letters©  The  die  was  then  steeled  and  polished,  and  about  seventy  were 
struck  off,  thirty  of  which  were  rejected  as  being  imperfect - 

The  die  not  yet  being  sufficiently  polished,  it  was  subjected  to  some  extra  work, 
and  we  were  much  surprised  to  find  that  the  word  "Lymburner1  had  disappeared- 

During  the  Exhibition  about  fifteen  hundred  we  re  struck  off  and  sold;  of  this  num¬ 
ber  only  three  were  imperfect,  the  top  of  one  side  corresponding  with  the  lower  part 
of  the  reverse.  Two  only  were  struck  in  silver 9 

I  thought  it  would  be  possible  to  strike  some  in  wood,  and  ordered  five  hundred  In 
black  walnut;  but  the  planchets  were  too  large,  and  only  thirty  were  struck,  the 
greater  part  of  which  I  have  still  on  hand- 

The  die  is  now  spoiled,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  latest  specimens  struck-

The  so-called  Plantation  Tokens  from  the  state  of  Maryland,  were 
issued  by  the  Kirby  Canning  Company.  They  are  stamped  "K.  C.  Co.  / 

1BKT  ’’(Basket)  on  one  side,  .and  crudely  engraved  "Kirby  Canning  Co. 
Trappe  Maryland"  on  the  other.  The  tokens  were  given  to  the  plantation 
workers  after  they  picked  a  basket  of  fruit,  etc.,  and  were  used  as  a 
medium  of  trade  at  the  Kirby  company  store  in  payment  for  items  they 
wanted.  Living  quarters  were  furnished  free  to  the  workers  of  these 
plantations . 


The  Kirby  Canning  Co.  was  established  around  the  year  of  1885,  and 
continued  in  operation  until  the  great  stock  market  crash  of  1929.  At 
that  time  they  went  bankrupt,  and  went  out  of  business. 

I  have  obtained  what  I  believe  is  the  only  group  of  tokens  that  is 
left,  and  I  am  willing  to  trade  these  to  anyone  who  has  a  desire  for 
a  few.  I  will  trade  in  lots  of  at  least  five  pieces,  for  five  merchants 
tokens  that  have  the  full  name  and  address  and  state  on  them.

1857-salt  RIVER  -  SHEPHERD-1957 

CENTENNIAL- WOODEN  NICKEL

In  1957  a  wooden  nickel  was  issued  commemorating  the  100th  Anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  community  of  Shepherd,  Michigan.  The  wooden  nickels  were 
redeemable  until  August  17,  1957*  .  - 

On  August  8,  1857  the  United  States  government  established  the 
first  post  office  in  Isabella  County.  This  was  officially  designated 
as  the  Salt  River  Post  Office. 


The  first  railroad  was  built  on  property  belonging  to  a  man  by  the 
name  of  Shepherd.  The  station  was  built  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from 
the  post  office,  and  was  called  "Shepherd".  During  1885,  Mr.  Shepherd 
built  an  entire  block  of  store  buildings  near  the  station,  and  in  1886 
the  post  office  was  moved  to  Shepherd.  In  1887  Salt  River  was  destroyed 
by  fire,  and  eventually  Shepherd  spread  over  the  entire  location. 

The  village  was  incorporated  in  1887.  The  early  enterprises 
included  a  clothes  pin  factory,  cider  mill,  cheese  factory  and  a  stave 
and  heading  mill. 

Today  Shepherd  is  a  farming  community,  and  is  gaining  fame  for 
its  maple  syrup.  Shepherd  is  located  off  U.S.  27  near  Mt.  Pleasant. 

In  1950  the  population  was  reported  at  899.  According  to  the  official 
census  of  i860,  67  families  resided  at  Shepherd.

I  had  about  25  of  these  when  my  coin  collecting  got  to  the  point  wher 
I  lacked  only  a  few  "keys".  I  switched  to  transportation  tokens  and 
found  it  as  interesting,  and  much  mo re ^reasonable  in  price.  I  am 
strictly  a  collector  and  not  a  dealer.
